Judge Edwin H. Satterthwaite 
administered the oath io Judge 
Monroe and put the robe on his 
shoulders. 
Conflict In Ideas 
The induction ended a period 
of several months in which the 
two political parties in Doyles- 
tovvn and Harrisburg conflic ted in 
ideas but finally ironed out their 
differences. 
Gov. David L. 
Lawrence ap­ 
pointed the new judges. Their ap­ 
pointments were confirmed by the 
.State Senate Tuesday. Feb. 2. 
The judges were sworn immedi­ 
ately on the opening of

which then receisod for the spec­ 
tators to give congratulatory hand­ 
shakes. 
Judge Fullam. a Democrat, is 
the first member of his party to 
bo a Bucks County judge since 
1904 when Judge Harman Yerkes 
left the bench. Judge Fullam suc­ 
ceeds the late I. Louis Rubin, who 
died in September.
